fuch an Agony, that he was fcarce able to fiand on his 
feet ; the other lying ftill without motion, fome thac 
food under an hedge hard by, came to fee how he did, 
and found him to be ftark dead, not without fome won- 
derful fymproms of Divine Juttice; for all his bones 
were fo crufhed, that the Joynts of his Legs and Arms

IX. Martigues, Governour of Brittazyin France, in the 
War againft the Proteftants, perfuaded them to yield to

Remarkable is the Relation of one 
Libatizs, who was a Sophiftical Atheift; he being at 
Antioch, demanded blafphemoufly of a Learned and Re- 
ligious Shootmafter, What the Ca penters Son did, and how 
he employed himfilf ? To whom the Schoolmafter, full of 
the Divine Spirit, replyed, The Creator of the Warld, whom 

thou difdainfu'ly calleft the Carpenters Son,is making Coffin 
for thee, to carry thee to thy Grave, at which the Sophitter. 

laughing, went away, and within few daies after died, 
and was buried in a Coffis, according to the Prophecy 
Of». 
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of that Holy Man. Beards Theatre. Inthe year er 
Bilhop, called Olympius, being in the Baths 
Cartnagt, openly fcofted, and blafphemed the Holy and 
Sacred Trinity; bu Li htning fell down from Heaven 
upon him three times,wherewith he was burnt and con- 
fumed toAfhes. There wasalfo in the time of Alphon/is, 
King of Arragonand Sicily, in an Ifle toward Africa, a 
certain prophane Hermite, called Antonius, who impv- 
dently and impioufly befched blafphemous 
againit our Bleiled Saviour, and the Virgin Mary his 
Mother, but he was ftruck with a moft grievous and tor- 
menting Difea{e, forhat he was eaten and gnawn to pie- 
ces with Worms till he died, Sylvias. 


X. Neither hath Divine Vengeance left itfelf without — 


witnefs againft Curfers, and thofe who by denying God 
give themfelvesto the Devil ; as may plainly appear y 
the following dreadful Examples. A Souldier travelling 
through Marciz,a Country of A/maign, and finding him- 
felf nor well, went to an Inn, where he lay, to recover 


his health, and delivered to his Hoftefs a certain fum of — 


money, which he had about him: A while after being 
recovered of his Sicknefs, he’ demanded his money 
again, but the Woman, upon confultation with her Huf- 
band, denied the receipt of any, and accufed him of 
wronging her, in demanding what fhe never received: 
On the other fide, the Souldier was much enraged, ac- 
cufing her of cheating him ; when the Man of the Houfe 
heard the noife, though he was privy to all before, yet 
he diffembling the matter, took his Wife’s parr, and 
thruft the Souldier out of doors; who feeing |imfelf 


thus abufed, drew his Sword, and ran againft the coor — 


wit the point thereof, whercat the Hoft began to cry 
out, Thieves, Thieves, affirming, that he woul have en- 
tred his Houfe by force, and have robbed him; where- 
upon the poor Souldier was taken, and caft into Prifon, 
and by proceisof Lew, was ready to_be condemned to 
death; but the very day wherein this heavy Sentence 


was to be pronounced, and Executed, the Devil entred — 


into the Prifon, and told the Souldier, That he was con- 
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to dye 5 neverthelefs, if he woud give binfilf, Body 
ind Soul to bim, be would to deliver him out of their 
lands: The Prifoner replyed, That he had rather aye, 
being innocent, and without canfe, than to be delivered upon 
that account. The Devil then reprefented to him the 
reat danger of death wherein he was, and ufed all man- 
ner of craftto delude him; but finding all his Argu- 
ments uneffectual, he at length left his fuit, but yet pro- 
mifed him both afliftance,and revenge upon his Enemies 
fornothing ; a lvifing him when he came to his Tryal, 
he fhould plead not guilry, and declare his innocence, 
and the wrong which he fuftered, and to entreat the 
Judge to grant him the favour, That onein 4 Blew Cap, 
who w.asin the Court, might make his Defence for bim; (now 
this one in the Blew Cap, was the Devil himfelf.) The 
Souldier accepted hisoffer, and being called to the Ear, 
and Indiéted of Felony, he prefently defired to have his 
At-orney, whowas there prefent, to plead his Caute ; 
which being granted him, this witty crafty Lawyer be- 
gan very cunningly to defend his Client, affirming him, 
To have been falfly accufed, and confequently would be ux- 
condemned, and that his Hoft did withhold the money, 
and had offered him violence ; and to demonftrate the Truth 
of what heafferted, he reckoned up every Circumftance 
of the whole AGion ; yea the very place where they 
had hid they money. The Hoft on the other fide very 
impudently denied all, wifhing withal, That the Decil 
might take him Body and Soul bes had: This fubtil At-

which he had hitherto looked for, left off his pleading, 


- and immediately feizing upon the Hoft, carryed him

fo oft, was at his Elbow, who prefently ftrangled him, 
and carryed him away with him. 
_ Witrus gives an Account alforo this purpofe, That 
in the year 1551. at Afgalopole, near Voi ftat, it hap. 
pened, that the People being drinking and caroufing a 
W hitfantide, a Woman in the company commonly m- 


med the Devil in her Oaths, till he that had been cal- 


led upon fo often, came on a fudden, and carried her 
thorow the Gate aloft into the Air, before al] the com- 
pany, who ran out in great aftonifhment, to fee whether 

would tranfport her, and obferved her hanging in 


‘the Air withour the Town; and then falling down on. 


the ground, they found her ftark dead. Wierws..

The Magiftrate being advertifed hereof, came to the 
place where he was taken up, to be better informed of 
the Truth, and took the Depofitions of the two Women 
upon Oath, of what they had feen. By this we may fee 
the terrible, yet juft Vengeance of God upon fuch 
Wretches; andit may be a warning to thofe who are 
fo infpired by Satan, that they cannot fpeak but they 
muft name him, who is both an Enemy to God and 
Man, inftead of commending themf{clves to God, and.

Fer the Bifhops of Rome had tafted the {weernefs 
of Power, Wealth and Profperity, they at once 
loft their Humility aud Purity of Religion, and aijumed 
Politick andT yrannical Principles,laying afide theSword 
of the Spirit, and defiling their hands in the blood of. 
Emperours, Kings, Princes, and all fortsof People, and. 
hereby Apoftatizing from Chriftianity the Popes their 
Succeifors wallowed in all kinds of wickednefs, as Ufur- 
pation, Sodomy, Conjuration, and all manner of Op- 
preffions,and thereby from being poor perfecuted B -- 
fhops, they became Perfecutors of others: But Divine 


Juftice hath oftentimes inflicted fevere Vengeance both 


upon them, and their Infiruments; fince Apoftacy 1s 
thought to be the fin of the Holy Ghoft, the Apoftle 
fayes, It tmpo/fible for thofe who were once and 
bavé tafled of the heavenly Gift, and were made partakers 

the Holy Ghoft, andhave tafted the good Word of God, and the 


Powers of the World to come, if they {hall fall away, to rene? 


tiem again to Repentance, feeing they crucifie to themfelves the 
Son of God afreth, and put himto an open hame, Heb.5.4,5,6e-

he might obtain his Gold and Treafures : In Magick he 
was very learned, and therefore very wicked : He pol- |

Buckets) after he co him that he would fe- 
cure him; he procured Aid of the Turk againft the Franch

fothat only two, an En lifh-man, anda Dutch-man — 
adventured in it; all the tackling they had; two 
Oars, and a little Sail, all their provifion, a little 
Bread, and frefh Water,.-and fo they put to Sea,

IV. Admirabie is the Relation of Dr. Fobn- 
fon, written by himfelf concerning a deliverance at 
Sea, which I fhall brtefly epitomize in his own 
words.

1648. in the and of 
Ipfwich, Daniel Morgan, Mafter , and having a fair 
wind, we fet fail; 1 being Sea-fick, went to bed, but 
about four a Clock in the afternoon , the Mafter of 
the Ship came into our Cabin with more hait than he 
was wont, which made me ask him whither all was 
Well, wholike a tender-hearted man , who is loth to 
tell his dying Friend, that he is fo near his end, reply= 
ed, al w well; yet when I faw him fhift himfelf 
with fuch haft, I rofe from my Bed, and crawled up= 
on the Deck, where I faw a fad fpectacle, the Ship 
having fprung a leak, or rather a plank, was ready to

this good man, and four of the Marrinners drowned; 
[faw the Mafter, with a light in his hand fall into the 
dea, the faddeft fight that I ever yet beheld in this 
orld, and that which pierced my very Soul, to fee 
him , that faved our Lives, lofe his own: Now were 
We in the dark , upon the Rock, but knew not where, 
our feet being cut. upon the fharp ftones , at length, 
We happened in a hole in the Rock, which was a 
Warm fhelter againit the wind 3. and when morning 
came , we could fee no Land, only hada glimpte 
of the Coaft of Nortay at a gi@at diftances; We 
grew hungry, but had nothing to fifh with, but our 
Arms, with which , we drew up fome finall Mufcles,
